Gaza region quieter, 
but strike continues

GAZA. — Fewer outbreaks of 
violence and an increase in fool and 
motor patrols by security forces 
marked the sixth day of unrest in 
the Gaza Strip yesterday. Mret 
stores and municipal offices 
remained closed throughout the 
Strip, continuing the general strike 
that began last week to protest the 
civil administration. 

Demonstrations and incidents of 
stone-throwing and tire-burning 
continued yesterday in Rafah, 
where a 16-year-old youth was shot 
and fatally wounded by an IDF 
soldier during a demonstration on 
Monday. By last night, the military 
government had not yet issued a 
licence for the funeral of the youth, 
Mahmud Abu Nahla, for fear that fc 
would turn into a violent mass 
demonstration. The funeral will 
probably take place sometime 
before dawn today. 

The entire Gaza area was sealed 
off to newsmen by order of the 
military government. 

In Beit Hacun, four 
schoolchildren were wounded dur- 
ing a demonstration and 200 people 
were arrested in another protest at 
the Faluja school in the Jabalya 


refugee camp in Gaza. 

Israel Television reported that 
170 shops throughout the Strip were 
welded shut by security forces after 
their owners refused to open for 
business. At a meeting yesterday 
afternoon, the Gaza municipal 
- council decided to continue the 
strike for two more days. 

The military investigation into 
Monday's fatal shooting in Rafah, 
in which three other youths were 
wounded, is continuing. Informed 
sources claimed yesterday that the 
soldier who killed Nahla did not 
take deliberate aim at the boy. 

The five-man army patrol was try- 
ing to break away- from a crowd of 
demonstrators who attacked the 
troops with stones and blows, an 
IDF spokesman said. 

The soldiers, following standing 
orders, warned they were going to 
shoot in the air, but the 
demonstrators did not back away, 
informed sources claimed.' 

It was most probably the crush of 
the crowd and, not a deliberate 
move by the soldiers that lowered 
rifle barrels, from the 60-degree 
angle of warning fire and caused the 
bullets to strike the youths, the 
sources claimed. 


Citrus farmers to discuss gov’t offers

TEL AVIV. — Negotiations to end 
the two-day-old citrus growers’ 
strike were at a standstill last night, 
after the growers said they needed 
more time to study the- govern- 
ment’s proposed solution. The 
growers are expected to announce 
their decision on Friday. 

The proposal, which mentioned 
no actual sum of money, was 
presented to the growers’ strike 
committee by Deputy Agriculture 
Minister Pessah Grupper. The five 
points of the .proposal will, for the 
first time, equalize the benefits of 


agricultural exporters with those of 
other export industries and will app- 
ly to all types of agricultural ex- 
ports, he said. 

In the meantime, no fruit has 
been picked since last Friday and all 
shipping of exports was halted 
yesterday, when the last of the 
picked fruit went out. Local stocks 
are expected to last for a tittle more 
than a week. 

Grupper called the proposal, 
hammered out by Agriculture 
Minister Simha Ehrlich and 
Finance Minister Yoram Aridor, 
“hard for the growers to turn 
down.” 


Diamond strike over, 
workers back today 

Diamond industry workers are to 
return to their jobs this morning 
a settlement having been reached 
last night ending their strike of 16 
days: 

The agreement provides salaried 
workers and contractors with an im- 
mediate 25 per cent pay increase 
and an .additional 15 per cent in 
January, 

Diamond polishers, however, 
who work qn a day-labourer basis, 
are to receive only a five per cent 
rise. When word of this part of the 
agreement reached the workers’ ac- 
tion committee, its members tried 
to storm the meeting at the 
Histadrut building, but the agree- 
ment had already been signed. 


Danish voters tilt left 
in national elections 

COPENHAGEN (UPi). — Early 
returns in Denmark’s national elec- 
tions yesterday showed an unex- 
pected swing to the left as large 
numbers of voters deserted the 
minority Social Democrat govern- 
ment. 

The elections were a virtual 
referendum on Prime Minister 
Anker Jorgensen’s plans to curb 
record unemployment. 

A computer projection after 0.5 
per cent of votes were declared, in- 
dicated the Social Democrats would- 
win only 60 of 179 seats in parlia- 
ment, a loss of eight seats. 

The Social Peoples Party would 
almost double hs share with 21 seats 
to. become the fourth largest party, 


Knesset whitewashes overspending by parties

Yigal Cohen-Orgad (Likud- 
Herut) presented for its preliminary 
reading ' ao 'amendment .10 the - 
Political Parties Financing Law, in 


his own name and that of represen- 
tatives of the National Religious 
Party, Agudat Yisrael and Telem. 

The amendment doubles the 
amount of money the parties may 
spend from funds other than their 
state allocation. The present law 
limits such expenditure to 50 per 
cent of the state funds each party 
receives to help finance its election 
campaign; the bill would raise this 
to 100 per cent. 

The “financing unit” now stands 
at IS846,7D0, which means that each 
party would get legitimation for an 
additional IS432.350 of expenditure 
for each Knesset member it had at 
the close of the Ninth Knesset. 

Cohen-Orgad made no attempt to 
justify this retroactive legislation, 
and no minister replied for the 
. government, this presumably being 
an internal Knesset matter. 

RUt Rubinstein spoke sharply 
again&t the _bill f ; palling it an 
“unclean koshering” (hachshara 


trefa) of the illegal speeding of 
tremendous sums “from dubious 
foreign sources.” 

U would have been bad enough if 
this were presented as a “temporary 
measure,” that is, a onetime act that 
would not be incorporated m the 
law. That, Rubinstein said, would at 
least imply they had erred and 
would not do so again. 

But the course adopted meant 
that next time the parties would be 
permitted to spend twice as much 
and if they overstepped that, they 
could again legalize their infraction 
of the law by another retroactive 
law, Rubinstein said. 

He said the bill came at a time 
when the two largest parties in West 
Germany were competing with each 
other by financing Israel’s two 
- largest parties: the Likud had its 
Seidel Fund and the Alignment its 
Ebert Fund. Was there not 
something repulsive in this? . . 

Although the Alignment sup- 


ported the bill, it was not one of its 
initiators, in contrast to previous 
amendments to the financing law, 
which were always cosponsored by 
the Alignment, the Likud, and the 
NRP. 

It is not that the Alignment- has 
any objection to the retroactive 
legislation or anything the bill does. 
On the contrary, Yehuda Hashai 
(Alignment) tokl The Post, the bill 
does not go far enough: “It does not 
solve the whole problem.” 

He did not see, for instance, why 
the size of the parties' Knesset fac-. 
tions at the end of the Ninth Knes- 
set should be the basis for the 
retroactive amendent. “Then we 
were only 31, now we are 49.” ■ 

ft is reported that the Alignment 
is also pressing to remove, any ceil- 
ing on expenditure from non-state 
funds, and that in the Finance Com- 
mittee the Likud will agree to 
“compromise” pn a ceiling of 150 
per cent of the state' allocation. 


PLO upset 
by our arming 
their rivals, 
Sharon says 

Post Knesset Reporter 
Defence Minister Ariel Sharon 
said yesterday that the Arab 
moderates in the administered areas 
who were being encouraged by the 
military government do not accept 
Israeli policies, /‘but the main thing 
is that they oppose the PLO.”

Shamir hails 


new era m 
ties with Paris

Israeli officials were all but 
jubilant yesterday over what 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir called “the new era in 
Franco-lsraeli relations” 
resulting from the 25-hour visit 
by Shamir’s French counterpart, 
Claude Cheysson. 

At a joint press conference at 
Ben-Gurion Airport just before 
Cheysson's departure for Paris, 
Shamir declared that “I do not 
hesitate to state that my expecta- 
tions for a new era in Israeli-Freoch 
relations has been realized.” 

One beaming Israeli official said 
of the visit later “It was even better 
than I had hoped for.” 

Israel and France still have dif- 
ferent opinions over “some points” 
— and the Palestinian question is 
clearly one of them — but Shamir 
said the parties nevertheless “telly 
understood each other.” 

The ministers' joint statement 
duly reflected the new atmosphere, 
adopting a warm tenor and and ig- 
noring the differences. It said “a 
better mutual understanding” had 
been reached on the Middle East 
situation. “These talks facilitated 
prolonged exchanges of views in a 
warm, friendly and frank at- 
mosphere,” the statement added. 

It went on to say the two 
ministers had agreed to meet fre- 
quently to “examine together the 
developments in the area.” Accor- 
dingly, Shamir accepted Cheysson's 
invitation to pay an official visit to 
France in the near future. The state- 
ment did not set the date, but a well- 
informed source said Shamir will go 
in March to attend the discussions - 
of the two countries' Mixed 
Economic Committee, which has 
not met for 10 years. 

■ This will be a practical step 
towards implementing the 
ministers’ decision to strengthen 
bilateral economic and cultural ties 
and the contacts between Israel and 
Europe in general. 

The Cheysson-Shamir talks 
centred oa how to achieve peace in 


the Middle East, the reporters were 
told. The French minister reiterated 
his government's readiness to con- 
tribute a military unit to the 
Multinational Force and Observers 
in Sinai, adding: “Obviously we 
shall act in accordance with the 
agreements which have created the 
MFO.” This was a reference to the 
Camp David accords, and the 
Israel-Egypt peace treaty, ’ which 
Israel maintains must be the sole 
basis for the MFO. 

Israel had been annoyed by 
France and other European 
countries who had coupled tbefr 
agreement to join the MFO with a 
reaffirmation of the Venice 
Declaration which ' advocates a 
Palestinian homeland. Jerusalem 
had considered rejecting European 
participation in the force because of 
that. Subsequently the U.S. and 
Israel drew up a statement saying 
the force would be based only on 
the Camp David accords and the 
peace treaty, and Shamir said the 
European countries were now dis- 
cussing the matter. Cheysson con- 
firmed this report. 

But Shamir and Cheysson did not 
bridge their differences over the 
Palestinian question, since France 
supports self-determination for the 
Palestinians. 

“A decisive element in the peace 
,is the future offered to the 
Palestinians,” Cheysson said at the 
airport press conference. “We don’t 
interpret things the same way... We 
surely don’t have the same views on 
how to move ahead. Should it be 
Camp David only or Camp David 
and some other approaches?” 

However, neither France nor 
Europe should try to impose their 
ideas, he stated. “I won’t agree that 
very good friends -~ be they 
American, Israeli or of the Ivory 
Coast — should tell Europeans what 
we should do among ourselves. 

“I also think it would be indecent 
of us French td’tell our friends the 
Israelis, or the people of Central 
America or Africa what they should 
do with their neighbours. It’s their 
business.”

ask to meet with pope

Residents of Beit Sahur, 
reportedly including local priests, 
have asked the pope to receive a 
delegation from there and nearby 
■Bethlehem to discuss the recent 
demolition of houses in Beit Sahur 
and alleged mistreatment of youths 
arrested -during violent demonstra- 
tions. 

In a letter signed “The Christian 
Arab Delegation to the Vatican," 
the petitioners say they intend to 
boycott Christmas festivities this 
year “and keep doing so until our 
grievances are redressed." 

The petitioners reportedly in- 
clude parents of youngsters who 
were arrested, persons whose 
homes were demolished, educators 
and local priests. 

However, Bethlehem Mayor 
Elias Freij said last night he doubts 
the delegation would or should be 
received by the pope. “I don't think 
we should .bother the pope with 
such matters," he said in an inter- 
view. “He has a representative in 
Jerusalem, the apostolic delegate, 
to whom they can address 
themselves.” 

“More importantly,” Freij con- 
tinued, “we should not give what 
happened in Beit Sahur any 
religious colour. We are all Arabs 
under the occupation, whether 
Christian 6r Moslem. Two of the 
houses blown up belonged to Chris- 
tians and two to Moslems. We 


should not involve the church.” 

In Nablus, students at Najah 
University -yesterday demonstrated 
in nearby streets and stoned Israeli 
vehicles. When security forces 
prepared to disperse them, the stu- 
dents returned to their classes and 
order returned to the town. 

In Ramallah, security forces dis- 
persed three demonstrations staged 
by high school pupils and students 
at the women's and men's teacher 
training colleges. Hie demonstra- 
tions were in sympathy with the 
general strike by. residents of the 
Gaza Strip, now in its third week. 
Ramallah municipal facilities were 
shut down for the day. 

The demonstrators who threw 
stones at security forces and raised 
the Palestinian flag, were dispersed 
by tear gas. 

In Jerusalem yesterday, the 
Israeli Committee of Solidarity with 
Bir Zeit University sent a telegram 
to the Knesset Interior Committee, 
protesting what a committee 
spokesman called “grave 
provocations” by authorities “to 
silence the growing protest against 
what is going on in the territories.” 

For the past three days, commit- 
tee members have held a protest 
vigil outside the Jerusalem home of 
Menahem Milson, the newly ap- 
pointed civilian administrator of the 
West Bank.

During the day, he' had 
met his wife whom he was taking 
steps to divorce. They decided to 
meet at 1 1 p.m. in her hotel to patch 
up their differences, but she did not 
come to the meeting. 

“Then, 1 walked toward Mugrabi 
through Rehov Hayarkon and when 
I was opposite Bar SI, I suddenly 
heard shots. Abu told the court he 
hurried away from the spot because 
the police were looking for him in 
connection with injuries done to a 
woman called “Spanish Olga.” 

While rushing back to his wife's 
hotel, he was caught by soldiers who 
turned him over to the police. 


TV ship’s owner forbidden to leave 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — The owner of 
tha television ship Odelta , Paul 
Greenwald, was yesterday issued a 
temporary order forbidding him to 
leave the country. The registrar of 
the Tel Aviv Magistrates Court is- 
sued the order in response to a re- 
quest by the ship's chief technician, 
Doron Efrat, of Tel Aviv, who 
claims Greenwald owes him back 
pay and that he is about to leave 
Israel. 

In his statement to the court, 
Efrat claimed that he used to get a 


lump sum of 52,000 monthly to 
divide among the technicians. But 
from October, Greenwald began 
falling behind in these wage pay- 
ments which have ceased entirely. 

Efrat also alleged that Greenwald 
refuses to recognize a 53,500 un- 
paid debt.

the hijackers as “U.S. agents” and 
“terrorist elements” within the 
Lebanese Shi’ite movement Amal. 

Jana quoted its Beirut corrcspon- 
dent as saying the hijackers' de- 
mands for severing ties between 
Lebanon and Libya and releasing 
their spiritual leader were meant to 
divert attention from their real 
motives.

The U.S. and Libya have recently 
exchanged allegations of sabotage 
and assassination plans.

New book by jurist says: . 

Israel unique in submitting 
army rule to judiciary 


There is no historical or legal 
precedent for the military govern- 
ment in a conquered territory sub- 
jecting itself to the authority of the 
high court of its state. This is a con- 
clusion reached in a new book on 
Israel military rule in Judea. 
Samaria and the Gaza Strip called 
Chains of Justice: The High Court oj 
Justice vs the Israel Military Govern- 
ment in the Territories by Moshe 
Negbi. a jurist and a news editor at 
Israel Radio. 

The decision to submit to the 
High Court’s authority was made by 
Meir Shamgar, the attorney-general 
after the Six Day War and today a 
Supreme Court justice. Negbi 
quotes Shamgar as saying in an in- 
terview, "we knew that the High 
Court of Justice might. not : 'accept * 
o&f 'aigumehts in' a particufir case? ’ 
but nevertheless we accepted its 
authority of. our. own free- will; . 
because that is the, essence of the 
rule of law.”. . 


The book contains a legal and 
political analysis of some of the 
most critical High Court decisions 
concerning actions of., the military 
government, such as the evacuation 
of Beduin from the Rafiah Ap- 
proaches, the Mattityahu, Beit El, 
and Alon Moreh settlements, and 
the banishment of two mayors from 
the Hebron area. 

Negbi maintains that the High 
Court’s former confidence in the 
military government has eroded 
over the years, especially since the 
Likud’s rise to power. The justices 
tend to be very suspicious of argu- 
ments of military government of- 
ficers based on security considera- 
tions. This crisis of confidence was 
jaggravated iy differences of opi- 
•niwu the highest'; levels ■ of' the 
’Israel government, such as that

Kafr Yaflif residents 
unhappy with report 

KAFR YASIF (Itim). — Residents 
here yestwday expressed deep <fis- 
appointment with the findings of a 

government-appointed committee 
which cleared the police of 
negligence for failing to prevent last 
April's attack on the village by 
Druse residents of the neighbouring 
village o f J ulis. 

Nirair Markus, head of the Kafr 
Yasif local council,.: said that the 
committee’s conclusions were 
dubious, since the council had 
asked the Interior Ministry and the 
police to reinforce security in the 
Galilee village on April 12, two days 
before the attack in which two resi- 
dents were killed. 

Kafr Yasif residents contended : 
yesterday that - if- the police- had 
brought' in a large force during the 
two days before the rampage, the 
Julis- residents would never have 
dared to attack. 


However, he said, everything that 
needed doing urgently had been 
done. , 

As examples, he noted that in 
Kir y at Shmona and Nahariya, 
school shelters and public shelters 
had been built or refurbished, and 
that 27 clinic shelters had been built 
or .were being built in front-line set- 
tlements. 

Sharon said his ministry 
wholeheartedly supported the reac- 
tivation of the supreme defence 
committee for the northern settle- 
ments, an ijitenninisterial body 
headed by a Treasury represen- 
tative. 

The motion was referred to the 
-Foreign Affairs and Defence Com- 
mittee. 


Haifa stall-owners 
hold protest strike

The Yariv .Company, 
owned by the sons of former 
Finance Minister Yigael Hurvitz, 
won the tender for the property on 
condition, according to the 
municipality, that the market will 
remain as it is. 

About 20 vendors demonstrated 
outside the mayor’s office without 
incident.

Poriya probe starts as staff 
pressured not to testify

TIBERIAS. — While the special 
committee of inquiry appointed by 
Health Minister Eliezer Sbostak 
began its probe yesterday into 
charges of mismanagement at 
PDriya Hospital, staff members were 
being pressured not to testify, and 
many potential patients were seek- 
ing medical care elsewhere. 

The committee of four physi- 
cians, headed by Dr. Dan Michaeli, 
started to collect testimony from 
hospital staff under a total press 
blackout. Committee members 
refused categorically to speak with 
reporters, who are barred from the 
grounds of what has probably 
become one of the best guarded 
hospitals in the country. 

In an atmosphere charged with 
tension and suspicion, the commit- 
tee interviewed doctors, support 
staff and heads of Lower Galilee 
local councils. They also toured the 
hospital. 

According to one of those who 
appeared before the committee, 
somd- of the witnesses recom- 
mended the dismissal of the hospital 
management and the appointment 
of a new director to replace Dr. 
Boris Weinshel. They also recom- 
mended that' doctors arid'staff front 
hospitals' in the central region be 


brought to Poriya. 

Tiberias Mayor Yigal Bibi ap- 
peared before the committee and 
upon leaving the hospital attacked 
the doctors whose complaints 
against the hospital management 
led to the investigation. “The 
hospital functions properly in most 
of its departments," Bibi said. “A 
certain number of doctors raised a 
controversy, and if they don't like it 
at Poriya, they can leave. 

"There are dozens of other doc- 
tors who are willing to come to 
Poriya to take their places. The 
committee is working well and w ill 
reach the proper conclusions. There 
is no need to establish any more 
committees," Bibi concluded. 

Bibi's last remark was apparently 
a reference to rumours about the es- 
tablishment of a government com- 
mittee to replace the Health 
Ministiy’s panel. 

Poriya doctors, staff members, 
and some area residents have com- 
piained recently to police of 
anonymous phone calls warning 
them not to testify before the com- 
mittee. Letters have also been 
received by hospital workers telling 
them not to cooperate with the in- 
quiry. 

The committee is expected to 
finish its investigation by the end of 
the week andturn over its findings 
to the' health minister. 


MKs say they’ll join Matmar protest 


Post Knesset Reporter 

Menahem Porush, chairman of 
the Knesset Labour and Social Af- 
fairs Committee, said yesterday that 
he and his colleagues on the com- 
mittee would demonstrate with the 
workers of the Matmar vehicle 
plant in Haifa if the plant is closed. 

Porush told The Jerusalem Post 
that he got the clear impression 
from testimony given to the com- 
mittee that the owners knew 
between 12 and 24 months ago that 
orders for the plant’s products were 
falling oft fast, yet they did nothing 
to get new orders or to revamp the 
production lines for different 
products. 


Porush was indignant about "the 
cynical attitude" shown by the 
owners of Matmar regarding the 
fate of their workers and their 
families. 

"I am not sure whether" the 
closure of Matmar is the respon- 
sibility of the Clal corporation 
which owns it, or the government, 
or both,” he said. 

After Porush’s statement, the 
Matmar staff committee sent a mes- 
sage to the Knesset body via the 
Histadrul, stating that they were 
postponing for one more week their 
industrial action in the hope that the 
closure of the plant could be 
averted.

Also under the bill, any sign put 
up by a public institution or a com- 
mercial firm would have to carry a 
Hebrew translation covering at least 
half the sign. Products produced in 
Israel and commercial firms would 
have to have Hebrew names.

Councilman charges Lahat 
was behind ads for Ze’evi

TEL AVIV. — The archeologists 
who publicly endorsed Rehavam 
Ze’evi, Mayor Shlomo Lahat ’s con- 
troversial appointee to head the' 
Ha’aretz Museum, were solicited to 
do so by the mayor’s office and did 
not pay for their newspaper en- 
dorsements themselves, an opposi- 
tion city council member charged 
yesterday. ' - 
Council member Arye Zucker 
(Alignment-Mapam) charged that 
the notices, signed by nine 
archeologists and other public 
figures, were in fact financed by the 
city through its Tel Aviv Develop- 
ment Fund. 

The notices, which were 
presumed to have been initiated and 
financed by the public figures 
themselves, were later discovered to 
have been inspired by the mayor's 


office, Zucker said. 

In a formal question to Lahat, 
Zucker asked whether the develop- 
ment fund, which is chaired by the 
mayor and managed by his assistant, 
Hanan Ben -Yehuda, is intended to 
finance such notices. 

In another question submitted by 
council member Natan Walloch 
(Alignment-Labour), Lahat was ac- 
cused of ignoring large-scale illegal 
building and squatting on municipal 
land, despite the court-issued 
demolition orders against these 
structures. 

Wolloch said that land and struc- 
tures have been occupied illegally in 
Givat Amal, Kfar Shalem, Jaffa 
Daled, the Ezra quarter and other 
■neighbourhoods for years, by thugs. 
Intimidated municipal officials in- 
stead prefer to crack down on poor 
families who add insignificant addi- 
tions to their homes, he said.

TEL AVIV. — The Defence 
Ministry's workers council will hud- 
dle with Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yeroham Meshel today, 
with indications that they may align 
their dispute with Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon alongside what the 
labour federation’s spokesman 
yesterday called an impending “all- 
out declaration of war against the 
government.” 

Disputes over wages are rapidly 
developing in the civil service and 
among hotel and port workers. The 
defence workers have threatened 
action to protest Sharon’s plan of 
naming Arye Ganger, who has lived 
abroad for over 15 years, to a top 
ministry post, instead of filling the 
post from within the ministry staff. 

Earlier this week the Clerks’ un- 
ion — which represents the 
Defence Ministry employees — ap- 
proved plans for job-action, 
Histadrut spokesman Shmuel Soler 
said. 

Tomorrow’s meeting will be fol- 
lowed by what Soler claimed will be 
a "declaration of war on the 


government” by the country's civil ; 
servants. The civil servants' salaries ; 
have been eroded, he said, and the ' 
“declaration of war” is to be made 
shortly before negotiations over a 
new wage agreement are due. 

Central committee member Naf-

plained that night-shift workers in ' 
hotels, restaurants and the ports are - 
not eligible for the income-tax - 
reductions available to factory ':

Accordingly representatives of 
the Ashdod, Haifa and EQat ports 
will meet shortly to coordinate their 
action. 


Man remanded in kidnapping-murder 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — A man 
suspected of kidnapping and 
murdering another man whose body 
has not been found was remanded 
yesterday for six days by a local 
magistrate to allow police more 
time .to. investigate, the.^ alleged 
crime. ** 

Shmuel Wansbver, 23,; of 
Givatayim, was arrested, recently 
for the second time in connection 
with the unexplained disappearance 
of a friend of his, Aharon Neiss, in 
■May. Questioned and released in 
June, Wansover was rearrested 
after police obtained more evidence 
allegedly linking him to Neiss' dis- 
appearance, which investigators are 
calling a kidnapping and murder, 
even though Neiss’ death has not 
been proved. 

Neiss’ brother, Meir, told police 
that on the day of Aharon’s disap- 
pearance, his brother had a long 
conversation with ■ Wansover, who 
reportedly offered him IS 100,000 
for driving the getaway car in a rob- 
bery. Aharon agreed, his brother 
testified. 


Neiss’ wife, Ronit, told police 
that Wansover had given her hus- 
band a hand grenade and an Uzi 
sub-machine gun for safekeeping 
shortly before his disappearance. 
She added that the last time she saw 
iher_husbaRd.be lo]d b.er feksfas go- 
• irigTo see SBmuel Wansover. . 

A police representative told the 
magistrate that all of Wansover’s 
friends and acquaintances who had 
been questioned had agreed to take 
lie detector tests in support of their 
testimony, but that Wansover 
refused to be examined. Wansover’s 
attorney argued that his client is in- 
nocent and had agreed to lie detec- 
tor examination, but that the police 
had refused, claiming Wansover 
had bronchitis, which would distort 
the findings of the test.

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Seychelles probes Kenyan role in coup bid Polish army calls Walesa a ‘liar 5 


VICTORIA, Seychelles (Reuter). — 
The Seychelles government is in- 
vestigating the possibility of Kenyan 
involvement in last month’s 
mercenary-led attempt to topple it. 
President Albert Rene said yester- 
day. 

He was commenting on allega- 
tions by one of five men arrested 
here after an abortive coup, Martin 
Dotinchek, that Kenya had planned 
to airlift troops to this Indian Ocean 
island to ensure the success of the 
takeover. 


“We have not been able to form a 
definite opinion (on Kenyan in- 
volvement) although the story, as al- 
leged now, does make more sense 
because it was difficult to conceive 
of 44 mercenaries taking over this 
country." 


The President was referring to the 
44 men who hijacked an Air India 
Boeing to the South African port of 
Durban after government troops 
foiled the coup in an airport gunbat- 
tle. 


The captive, who identified 
himself as a senior South African in- 
telligence officer, said a new 
government was also to have been 
flown in from Kenya. 

Rene told reporters yesterday: 


In Nairobi, Kenyan President 
Daniel Arap Moi described allega- 
tions of Kenyan involvement as ab- 
surd. 

Moi, current chairman of the 50- 
nation Organization of African 
Unity (OAU), said in a message to 


President Rene that "Kenya is not 
associated in any way with recent 
events in the Seychelles.” 

The Seychelles’ Socialist govern- 
ment alleges that the coup was 
aimed at reinstating Rene's 
predecessor, James Mancha m. 

Yesterday Rene told reporters his 
government had established that an 
aircraft scheduled to fly Mancham 
to Victoria was to have come from 
Kenya. He added that a Seychelles 
exile behind' the plot, Gerard 
Hoareau. was in Nairobi the day 
mercenaries attacked the airport 
here. 

Rene said it had been clear for 
some time that some members of 
President Moi's administration dis- 
liked the left-wing government 
here.

The attack against Walesa in 
Zolnierz was part of a concerted 
propaganda campaign by the 
authorities to demonstrate that the 
union was bent on destroying Com- 
munism in Poland. The campaign 
centered on tapes obtained from a 
closed meeting of Solidarity 
regional chiefs, when Walesa said 
confrontation was inevitable and 
others called for a provisional 
government. 

The tone of the campaign, in 
which for the first time tire Com- 
munists have dropped their distinc- 
tion between the moderates under 
Walesa and the union radicals, 
pointed to a new low in 
government-union relations. 

Meanwhile, thousands of stu- 
dents opened books for the first 
time in weeks, heeding an appeal by 
the Roman Catholic Primate of 
Poland, Archbishop Jozef Glemp, 
to return to colleges and univer- 
sities. 

The students, seeking academic 
reforms, had shuttered 71 of the 
country’s 91 colleges and univer- 
sities, and were to remain on strike 
status while in class, pending settle- 
ment of their demands. 

The Primate, who has helped 
mediate other disputes, called the 
protest a “great success,” and said 
the students should cap it by 
“unanimously stopping the sit-ins.” 
But more than a score of schools 
still refused to respond to the ap- 
peal. 


‘USSR ready to defend Nicaragua’ 


BELGRADE (AP). — The Soviet 
ambassador to Nicaragua has said 
the Soviet Union “was ready to de- 
fend Nicaragua in the event of an 
American attack,” Yugoslavia’s 
national news agency reported 
yesterday. 

Ambassador German Shlipanikov 
spoke in Managua on Nicaragua’s 


national radio, the Tanjug News 
Agency reported in a dispatch from 
Mexico City. 

It quoted the ambassador as say- 
ing the Soviet Union “will support 
Nicaragua in the struggle for peace, 
security, defence and reconstruc- 
tion, in the event it is attacked by 
the U.S.”

succeeded not only in improving the 
neighbourhood but also in inspiring 
other residents to help their fellow 
men. WIZO is helping to counsel 
the Ramat Hashikma group and 
others like it around the country. 


FOR THE PAST 15 years, a group 
of 10 volunteers has been going to 
Bea-Gurion Airport — night and 
day, rain or shine — to welcome 
new immigrants. The Airport 
volunteer group won the president’s 
prize for its devotion and con- 
sistency. 

All Russian-speakers, the 
volunteers greet immigrants as 
soon as they alight from the plane, 
speak to them in their native tongue 
and offer counselling, 'doing all they 
can to make the first contact 
between the immigrants and their 
homeland a pleasant experience. 

The volunteers were praised par- 
ticularly because even after staying 
Up ‘‘AH' nigHt' to welcome “arrivals' ! at 
the airport, they go to their regular 
jobs in the morning. After the im- 
migrants settle in, they remain in 
contact, with the volunteers, who 
advise them on bureaucratic and 
personal problems. The group is 
recognized not only at the airport 
and among Russian immigrants, but 
also among Russian Jews who yearn 
to come on aliya and who have 
received laudatory letters about 
them. 


The organization, through 
meetings, provides a relief from the 
loneliness felt by most such families, 
as well as a personalized and sen- 
sitive explanation of the mental dis- 
ability and advice on how to cope 
with it. 

With nine chapters, ENOSH runs 
dubs for the mentally disturbed as 
well as a hostel — a half-way house 
for treated patients who are return- 
ing to society. 

Rodney, of Moshav Timorim, has 
shown her devotion to a cause; the 
establishment of cooperation 
between families of the mentally 
disturbed and professionals aimed 
at boosting their rehabilitation in 
work and in society. 


WHEN Hanlta Rodney realized that 
her daughter was mentally dis- 
turbed, she had no one to turn to for 
help. Thanks to Rodney, however, 
thousands like her are having an 
easier time coping with mental 
Qiness. 

The mother of three other 
children — all normal — Rodney 
founded ENOSH three years ago to 
aid mentally disturbed citizens and 
their families. Today, the voluntary 
support organization has some 1 .000 
members, including people whose 
families have not been touched by 
mental problems. 

“It can happen to any family. The 
rate of schizophrenia worldwide is 1 
per cent of the population,” she 
says. Israel may have more than 
average because of the burden of 
wars and the Holocaust. 

WhQe there were organizations to 
help families of the blind, physically 
handicapped and those suffering 
from various diseases, there was no 
help for the families of the mentally 
disturbed until ENOSH was es- 
tablished. 


ABOUT SIX YEARS AGO, Uri 
Lepoliansky, a 29-year-old 
Jerusalemite and father of five, in- 
herited 7L30.000 from his late 
ftther.-Ya’acov.* Instead of spending.; 
or sriVBStJg it, he' decided to set up a 
unique institution that today lends 
expensive medical equipment to 1 
people throughout the country who 
cannot afford to buy it. 

Yad Sarah — the organization he 
established — is today recognized 
as an indispensable institution. It 
lends hospital beds, oxygen tanks, 
heart monitors, blue lamps, 
respiratory equipment, walkers, 
wheel-chairs and other high-priced 
equipment. Recently, in coopera- 
tion with Magen David Adorn in 
Jerusalem, Yad Sarah has dis- 
tributed 100 electronic “beepers” to 
lonely sick people who can call for 
help by pushing a button if they fail 
seriously ill. No charge is set for the 
loan; the operation runs completely 
on volunteers and contributions. 

For their contribution, Yad Sarah 
and Uri Lupoliansky, axe being 
awarded the Volunteer Prize. 


SINCE 1969, many thousands of 
tourists from abroad have been 
welcomed and assisted in their 
hotels by the Volunteer Tburist Ser- 
vice, established by Tony 
Morgenstera. The service and its 
founder were deemed worthy of the 
Volunteer Prize. 

Volunteers are stationed in the 
lobbies of big hotels and at Ben- 
Gurion Airport to provide advice. 
They also help tourists who fall ill 
during their vacation here and in- 
vite tourists to their homes to get a 
taste of Israeli life that cannot be 
obtained from a hotel room or a 
tourist bus. 
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Morgenstem inspired others and 
now has 500 volunteers attached to 
the service. 


PRISON GUARDS and policemen 
have had their lot improved since 
Ada Sorklss began to take interest in 
them seven years ago. 

Surkiss, another recipient of this 
year’s Volunteer Prize, has helped 
establish 60 policemen’s clubs 
around the country, from Ophira to 
Kiryat Shmona, and nine prison 
guard clubs in jails. 

She found that both professional 
groups work long hours — day and 
night — often quite a distance from 
home and family, with much tension 
and frequent clanger. She not only 
initiates the establishment of the 
clubs, but also participates in their 
planning, finds volunteers to run 
them and ensures that they have the 
necessary equipment.

DAVID YISRAEU’S voluntary 
work goes back to 1937, when he 
came on aliya and worked as a stu- 
dent with youth in Zichron Tuviya, 
Jerusalem. He then organized the 
first children’s group in the Old City 
and later moved to Yavne, where he 
continued to work with young peo- 
ple. 

In 1975, Yisrael proposed to the 
secretariat of Kvutzat Yavne that he 
organize a large band of volunteers 
in one of the disadvantaged settle- 
ments in the area. Since then, he 
and his helpers have worked with 
children of Moshav Ben-Zakkai. 

Despite the burden of his own 
agricultural work, he devotes much 
time to improving the children’s 
educational abilities and counsel- 
ling volunteers. His pet project is the 
integration of the youngsters of 
Kvutzat Yavne with the less- 
fortunate youngsters of the moshav. 
Today, it is an example of successful 
integration of children from dif- 
ferent backgrounds. 


SHOSKANA DORAN! of Petah 
Tikva, is a one-person social welfare 
institution. Born in Yemen, she 
came on aliya in 1930. Since then, 
she has spent most of her time help- 
ing the needy, even though she 
herself was never well off. 

Doran i, who raised two children 
under difficult circumstances, 
makes home visits day and night 
and gives charity anonymously. She 
also provides encouragement for 
the troubled and the depressed. 

All this, despite her own ill 
health. Government institutions and 
officials often turn to her for aid. In 
her kitchen are large pots filled with 
food she prepares for all who need it' 
in emergency. She is personally 
familiar with most of the' residents 
of the eastern part of Petah Tikva, 
and organizes other volunteers to 
further her goals.

ONLY 16, Gavriel Nahmias today 
assists youngsters who were as mix- 
ed up about life as he was only a few 
years ago. The Asfadod boy is being 
honoured with a Volunteer Prize for 
work with his peers. 

A member of a large family, he 
attends, the Hermon school/ 
workshop in the city, because, like 
other teenagers, he didn’t find bis 
way to regular schools because of 
economic or family problems.

\?Vendy Blumfield revisits the largest toy store in the world. 


READERS who spent their 
childhood years in England may 
feel -pangs of nostalgia to hear that 
Hamleys are moving their vast toy 
emporium from the original rabbit 
warren in London's' Regent 5L to a 
modem new store down the street. 

: Compelled to catch up with the 
hypermarket age, this new store will 
provide 2Vi times the floor space. 

^Nevertheless, Hamleys have 
managed in the past to stock such a 
variety of toys in the original store 
that they were named in the Guin- 
ness Book of Records as the 
"largest toyshop in the world.” 

'Founded by William Hamley in 
1760, it was called Noah's Ark and 
occupied a small shop in High 
Bolbom, specializing in high quality 
toys for the aristocracy. William's 
grandchildren expanded the 
business, founded a company and 
moved into larger premises in Tot- 
tenham Court Rd. In 1906. Hamley 
Brothers established the world- 
famous Regent Street store. 

■ This was the Victorian era. the 
dawn of leisure, when home enter- 
taining was very popular and radio 


and TV had not yet appeared. 
Hamleys specialized in conjuring, 
magic and fireside games, magic 
lanterns, railways and dolls. They 
provided an outlet for new inven- 
tions, hence the evolution of "Cos- 
sima,” later renamed "ping-pong” 
or table tennis. 

As the years passed, neighbouring 
blocks were bought and added on to 
the store, and by the 1940’s a child's 
experience of shopping in Hamleys 
was enhanced by the exploration of 
linking tunnels, passageways and 
winding flights of steps leading into 
the delights of tow--ceilinged 
caverns crammed with toys and 
games. 

The entire first-floor was covered 
by a working model railway, com- 
plete with villages, farms, junctions 
and stations. 

As a war baby myself, I am very 
nostalgic about Hamleys. Like all 
non-essentials, toys were almost un- 
obtainable during my early years, 
but Hamleys never closed and 
maintained a minimum staff, with 
stock that was snapped up as soon 
as it appeared on the shelves.

At the end of the war, London 
was still blacked out because of 
electricity power cuts. At that time, 
I longed with passionate intensity 
for a doll's pram. My brothers had 
.rigged up a cart on wheels, but 1 
wanted a real pram complete with 
springs and hood and apron. 

My mother roamed from shop to 
shop, searching by candlelight for a 
pram and at last found the one and 
only in Hamleys; a real doll's pram, 
the exact replica of the Royal baby 
carriage — and priced accordingly. 
She telephoned my father for ap- 
proval and eventually my pram ar- 
rived. It was a shiny elegant dark 
blue, with beautifully padded white 
interior, and like all the best prams, 
the bottom panels were removable 
so that one could store treasures 
beneath the carriage. It had a low- 
slung handle and shiny chrome 
wheels, and was so well sprung that 
it literally bounced as 1 proudly 
wheeled it around the 
neighbourhood, the envy of all my 
friends. 

My grandfather also made an ex- 
pedition to Hamleys and came 


MY HEART used to sink on rainy 
days when diapers draped every 
available inch of radiator space in 
my flat. As soon as some dried, were 
folded and put away there were 
plenty more to take (heir place. 
They steamed away during the few 
hours of heat our house committee 
had agreed upon. 

It seemed I always had a load 
churning away in the machine, a 
stack rinsed out but still smeliv 
— waiting in a pail, and a baby that 
never stopped supplying more. 

I used to splurge on a box or two 
of imported paper diapers, and beg- 
ged anyone coming from my home 
town in the U.S. to bring me more. 
These I hoarded for special outings 
or my very "low" days.

Titulim have self-adhesive ad- 
justable tabs and soft elastic bands 
around the thighs to prevent leaky 
accidents. The absorbent fluffy part 
of (he diaper is covered with a soft, 
plastie material which transfers the 
wetness straight through id the 
paper part, while keeping baby's 
bottom diy. No plastic pan lies are 
needed with Titulim, which is both a 
diaper and panty in one. 

For those of you who buy im- 
ported paper diapers — and those 
of you who wish you did — the 
manufacturers, Hogla, Ltd., a sub- 
sidiary of American-rsraeli Paper 
Milts, Ltd., claim their product v> ill

But my doll was really special for 
she had a slightly open rosebud 
mouth.

The diapers will initially be sold 
in three sizes: mini, for infants up to 
5 kg; midi, for babies weighing 5 to 
10 kg; and maxi for toddlers of 10 kg 
or more Later, there will be an 
extra-absorbent overnight-diaper as 
well. The diapers come in attractive 
packages or in large, economy . 
polythene bags. They are produced 
in tbe company's Alula plant. 

Hogla is no nranger to Israeli 
housewives, as it produces more 
household paper .products -than any 
other company in the country. Us 
line includes various brand names, 
such as Lily and Iris, and products 
range from facial tissue and toilet 
paper to paper tablecloths and 
napkins. They also manufacture dis- 
posable nurses' caps and paper 
sheets for use in hospitals.

bone and clay, as well as a Coptic

KEEP YOUR EYES OPEN! 




REPORT SUSPICIOUS 
OBJECTS 


A NEW science has gained force in 
the last few years which can help 
you lp understand your personal 
makeup simply by traits in your 
handwriting: graphology. The pos- 
sibility of character trails coming 
out in one's handwriting seemed 
rather humbling to me, I told 
graphologist Joel Engel. But taking 
the proffered pen, ! lavishly signed 
my name and sat back, waiting to be 
convinced. 

“You are rather an extrovert — 
you have an impulse to com- 
municate.” 

Hmm, not a bad shot about 
someone who was obviously in the 
business of writing. I would have to 
hear more. 

“Assertive, dreamy, romantic.” 
Now 1 felt like a film star. But next 
Engel went on to discuss the sort of 
things that I am not so happy to 
record. Here was a man I had never 
met before, telling me more about 
myself than even I had realized. 

Still, I wanted more proof, and 
was not to be put off. The at- 
mosphere in the room had become 
eerie, something like a stance. A 
close friend’s handwriting was 
analysed and everything was ac- 
curate according to my estimation. 
Very few vague statements a la for- 
tune teller were offered; there was 
great conviction in the assessment. 

Joel Engel started his work as a 
young man who wanted to “find 
himself," and has used it largely in 
Israel since he arrived as an 
American immigrant in 1969. (He 
recently published a book. 
Handwriting Analysis self-taught, 
(E.P. Dutton), which is for sale at 
Steimatzky's.] 

“I was a bit of a tearaway. I didn't 
really know what 1 wanted. Most of 
all, 1 was a sceptic — but I couldn't 
deny the truth I saw in this stuff.” 

Graphology has gained respec- 
tability in Israel, Europe and 
America where it is only the layman 
who is not fully aware of the uses it 
can be put to. Perhaps cur lack of 
knowledge of the subject has not 
simply been left to chance: few peo- 
ple question the request, made fre- 
quently these days, to write job ap- 
plications in their own handwriting. 
A job interviewer then knows a lot 
more about an applicant's per- 
sonality before he even crosses the 
threshold. Many major companies

in Israel rely on graphology to guide 
them on filling posts. An El A1 
spokesman told The Jerusalem Post 
that if they received a negative 
graphology reading, the company 
would noL accept an applicant. 
Elite, too. follows the dictates at the 
science closely. 

Can one alter one's handwriting 
to fool the graphologist? 

“You can't fool the graphologist. 
Certain traits will still come out and 
those which you do manage to 
change can result in personality 
changes. If you are prepared to 
work hard enough on something as 
habitual as handwriting, it is bound 
to have an effect on you," Engel 
stated. 

It is not only commerce that uses 
graphology either. Many moshavim 
and kibbutzim use it to vet prospec- 
tive members. 

Engel does not use his expertise 
for job interviews, except for appli- 
cants to the Jerusalem Diaspora 
Yeshiva where he teaches. Instead, 
he specializes in helping people, 
often married couples who are go- 
ing through a difficult patch. Fears 
of latent homosexuality, overbear- 
ing husbands or wives or just dif- 
ficulty in coping generally are 
problems he comes across. 

When a simple problem is pin- 
pointed, it often can be easily dealt 
with by the person himself, without 
seeking further outside help. 

“Most people just need to voice 
the problem out loud, to confirm 
what they already knew. Then they 
can go out and do something about 
it." 

There are all sous of signs to be 
looked for in handwriting. A full 
stop after a signature indicates 
determination. Slants in one direc- 
tion show extroversion while pres- 
sure indicates assertiveness. 

Totally interested by now, I still 
needed convincing. I watched Engel 
interview somebody else and was 
astounded at the effect produced. 
Later, I talked to him about his ex- 
perience: 

“Perhaps Engel wasn't right in 
everything." “But he really was 
pretty accurate and certainly made 
me think about myself in a different 
light," was the reply.

Emulsifiers star in food technology

As a result of Hebrew University 
research into emulsifiers, several 
agreements have been signed 
between a company established by a 
former university research worker 
and commercial firms in Mexico 
and South Africa, for know-how in 
the field of emulsifiers. 

In one such research project, 
a team of scientists at the 
Hebrew University has developed a 
method- of making food emulsifiers 
to facilitate the production of 
orange drinks which will cost less 
than half the price of natural juice. 
It* nutritional value is similar to that 
of orange juice. 

The research was conducted at 
the Casali Institute of Applied 
Chemistry which is part of the 
Hebrew University's School of Ap- 
plied Science and Technology. 
Heading the research team studying 
emulsifiers and emulsion is Dr. Nis- 
sim Garti of the Casali Institute. 

The know-how transferred to 
Israeli companies now producing 
the food emulsifiers is under licence 
by the University's Yissum 
Research Development Company. 

The idea of formulating such a 
drink began when a kibbutz in 
central Israel, one of the main 
producers of orange drinks and 
juices for export, asked Garti to try 
to prepare an orange, drink that 
would be similar to natural orange 
juice but would cost much less. 

He started off with the essential 
oil of the orange peel, which has 
many of the aromatic properties of 
orange juice. However, as this oil 
does not mix with water, he needed 
an emulsifier to form a stable and 
homogeneous liquid. 

Emulsifiers are made of com- 
pounds consisting of two- parts, one 
that is hydrophilic (taking to water) 
and a second hydrophobic (not tak- 
ing to water). The interaction of 
these two opposites is normally 
achieved with the aid of a catalyst in 
an. organic reaction. 

The preparation of food 
emulsifiers in most factories is car- 
ried out by direct reaction between 
fatty acids and hydrophilic com- 
pounds. This is done in two-phase 


reactions. . The Hebrew University 
research team found a new method 
to accomplish the same feat in one 
stage (the so-called "one-pot reac- 
tion"), starting straight from the fat 
rather than fatty acids. The new 
process is based on hydrogenated 
vegetable oil rather than animal fat. 
thus producing a low-cost and 
perfectly kosher emulsifier. 

The new inexpensive process was 
developed some time ago at the 
Casali Institute's laboratories by Eli 
Pinthus when he was an M 5c. stu- 
dent. ^Ie produced the emulsifier 
SSL (sqdium-stearoyl-lactylate) by a 
simpler and more economical 
process than previously used, and 
started using the emulsifier in the 
baking industry. The importance of 
the substance is that it totally 
replaces the use of margarine or 
shortening in bread production. Not 
only is it more economical — only 
one -tenth of the amount of fat has 
to be used in relation to margarine 
— but it also lengthens the shelf life 
of bread. 

The emulsifier business is now 
booming. From small beginnings — 
producing 300 kg. of SSL on the 
roof of the Casali Institute — Eli 
Pinthus has gone on to manufacture 
over 1,000 tons a year or this sub- 
stance as well as a few more similar 
compounds at the factory he 
manages at Ma'ale Adumim. 

Recently, several agreements 
have been signed between Adumim 
Chemicals and commercial firms in 
Mexico and South Africa for rights 
to use the know-how of these 
products and other blends of 
emulsifiers also designed at the 
Hebrew University. Negotiations 
with a few targe companies in 
England, Sweden, Spain and Chile 
are in progress.

HAIFA. — ■ Israel's trade with 
Europe-and Britain will cost some 
S10m. more in overheads in 1982, 
following an agreement on in- 
creased maritime freight rates. 

The Shippers Council announced 
yesterday that, following bargaining 
with shipping conferences, agree- 
ments were reached on the follow- 
ing rises, to go into effect on 
January 1, and remain in force 
throughout the year. , 

Freight rates for Israeli exports to 
Britain will go up by 4 per cent, and 
on imports from Britain by 8 per 
cent. 

Export cargoes on the Continent- 
Israel conferences’ lines to Ham- 
burg, Rotterdam, Antwerp and 
Dunkirk will cost 3.S per cent more, 
and the rise for imports to Israel 
from these ports will be 8.S per cent. 

During 198.1, the importers and 
exporters spent a total of S90m. on 
freight charges on these lines. 

The new prices to be charged by 
Zim on its Mediterranean lines from ‘ 
Israel are still being negotiated, 
while the Scandinavian lines have 
decided to freeze their freight rates 
for 1982 in order to boost trade 
between Scandinavia and Israel. 

The shipping conferences noted 
that their running expenses on the 
European lines had risen by over 16 
per cent during the past year and 
they had therefore been unable to 
agree to freeze their freight rates for , 
1982, despite the traders' financial j 
difficulties caused by the recession.

THE TONE of French Foreign Minister Claude Chcysson’s public 
pronouncements during his brief but busy visit here was so novel to 
Israeli ears that it still echoes pleasantly the morning after his depar- 
ture.^ 

No more the hectoring “we know better” attitude of the Giscard 
years (and indeed of the De Gauile and Pompidou period too), but 
rather a frank acknowledgement of disagreement on some issues, a 
mutual desire to listen but not to lecture, and an apparently sincere 
attempt to improve bilateral relations between the two countries 
which were once fast friends. 

Mr. Cheysson struck the chord that was to permeate his visit as 
soon as he touched down on Monday. The previous trip to Israel by a 
French foreign minister, he noted, had been five years ago: M Is that a 
normal state of affairs...?” 

Clearly it was not, and clearly too Israel had not been to blame for 
this long lack of normal political dialogue. Mr. Cheysson was plainly 
pointing an accusing finger at the previous French government. 

His message became even clearer — and even more welcome to 
Israel — when he baldly asserted thai so long as the present French 
government was in power there would be no more European 
. “initiatives” on the Middle East. The European Community's 
"Venice Declaration” of June 19SCT was no longer regarded — in 
Paris at least — as a seriously viable European policy, Mr. Cheysson 
indicated in an Israel Radio interview. 

Not that he concealed or downplayed France's, and indeed all of 
Europe's continued conviction that a peaceful settlement for this 
region must include a sovereign homeland for the Palestinians. He 
was entirely frank in that regard too. WhaL has changed is not the 
French outlook on Lhe substance of the Israeli-Palestinian issue, but 
the view in Paris that Israel can be dictated to by the Europeans and 
should be constantly browbeaten and almost ostracized as a 
“softening-up” for an eventual imposed settlement. 

The change in France is sufficient, as Mr. Cheysson hinted, to 
stymie future concerted EC efforts to. lay down the law to Israel. 
Perhaps it is not in itself sufficient to sway other key European states 
to adopt a sensible live-and-Iet-live approach in their relations with 
Israel. But it ought to induce some rethinking on the part of Lord 
Carrington in London, that most energetic advocate of EC dictation- 
diplomacy in this region. 

The success of the Cheysson visit, and the prospect of improved 
ties with France to be sealed by President Mitterrand's visa here in 
February, redounds especially to the credit of the patient, mild- 
mannered foreign minister, Mr. Yitzhak Shamir. He, unlike others, 
goes about his efforts to improve Israel's international connections 
with a sense of quiet and modest perseverance. 

On a deeper level, the upswing in ties with. France is a fruit — 
belated, but still a direct outgrowth — of the Camp David accord and 
the peace treaty with Egypt. The new government in Paris, unencum- 
bered by the dogmatic deadwood of the past decade of French 
policy, has been able to look at Israel and the Middle East conflict 
with fresh eyes and appraise anew the meaning and promise of the 
peace process. 


Hebrew or Hebrish? 


THE PLIGHT of Hebrew was highlighted, defscribed, analyzed, and 
bemoaned on Kol Yisrael's Second Programme all day yesterday. 

Th s' plight of Hebrew? One would have thought, on the contrary, 
that the ancient language, reborn, is in better shape today than ever 
before — growing, expanding, changing by a process of trial and 
error, gaining new practitioners both at home and abroad. After all, 
barely a century ago Hebrew was, to ail intents and purposes, a 
“dead” tongue, and even half a century ago its attempted revival was 
widely derided as ill-advised defiance of the laws of nature, when not 
as an instrument of political division. 

Today Hebrew is spoken, or at least babbled, by nearly four 
million persons, both Jews and non-Jews, in this country alone. Amos 
Oz is today a household name not only in his native land but -over- 
seas. and David Shahar has just won France's Medicis prize for a 
novel translated from the Hebrew. 

For all that. Hebrew is arguably in deep trouble. The problem, as 
President Yitzhak Navon pointed out in a radio interview yesterday, 
has several aspects, but the most obviously worrisome is the invasion 
(or. as some would put it, mongrelization, or pollution) of Hebrew by 
foreign languages, notably English. The fault is not that of newly- 
arrived immigrants from English-speaking countries, who are still 
groping through the thickets of Hebrew vocabulary and grammar, 
but of native Israelis who. eager to parade worldliness, regularly sup- 
port their often fractured Hebrew with gobbets of still worse frac- 
tured English. 

The French have long been complaining of the wilful perversion of 
their language into Franglais. Similarly. Hebrew may be said to be 
turned into Hebrish. a mindless and rotten version of the genuine ar- 
ticle. 

Several measures have been proposed over the years to deal with 
such pollution. Writer Moshe Shamir, when he was a Knesset Mem- 
ber. sponsored a bill that would not only forbid all non-Hebrew (or. 
in Arab towns, non-Hebrew and non-Arabic) shop signs, but even 
ban the showing of non-dubbed foreign -language films. The dubbing 
of foreign films is, indeed, the practice all over Europe today, but this 
countrv would not stand for such nonsense, and not only because of 


its expense. 

The true remedy lies by and large not in measures of coercion but 
in education and persuasion, of the kind assayed by the radio, and 
embodied in the Hebrew Language Act. initiated by MK Ora Namir. 
which passed its preliminary reading in the Knesset yesterday. A 
yeoman's job in public education is also being done by the Hebrew 
Language Academy, a guardian of purity and a codifier of new word 
coinings. (The Academy has just recently informed us, for example, 
that we need no longer call a stapler a stapler, in Hebrew, too:. the 
word, from now on. is makhlev.) 

Some words are still, as can be seen, missing in Hebrew, and it is a 
constant struggle to keep up with the progress orthings. But this does 
not by itself account for the poverty of expression and the lack of 
civility in discourse that, as Mr. Navon noted, represent some other 
aspects of the “problem of Hebrew.” A language may be im- 
poverished. without the intervention of any foreign invaders, through 
failure to tap its resources to the Tull, as well as through refusal to 
engage in reasoned dialogue. 

This is the true plight of Hebrew — and, perhaps, of Israeli politics 
as well.

The Reagan Administration has a great financial stake in currying 
favour with the Arabs, particularly Saudi Arabia, writes LEO 
GABOW. 


EVENTS have demonstrated that 
the Reagan Administration is no 
different from the Carter Ad- 
ministration in respect to U.S. 
foreign policy in the Middle East. 

Selling AWACS and the enhance- 
ment package to the Saudis was an 
idea heartily approved of by Presi- 
dent Carter. Two days after the 
Senate approved it, the Reagan Ad- 
ministration submitted a plan to sell 
communications satellite equip- 
ment to a consortium of Arabs that 
included Libya and the PLO. Think- 
ing that Congress had been 
bludgeoned into acquiescence, the 
administration may have believed 
this would go through without a 
murmur. Criticism caused the ad- 
ministration to withdraw the plan, 
but Secretary of State Haig in- 
dicated that it would be submitted 
again. 

No longer is the PLO referred to 
as “terrorist.” Carefully 
orchestrated statements of Presi- 
dents Ford and Carter (and later 
Nixon) after the Sadat funeral built 
up the PLO as bargaining agents for 
the Palestinians. 

Finally there is the apparently 
new policy of making Saudi Arabia 
the linchpin of U.S. Middle East 
strategy. 

The Reagan policy ‘'train” is the 
same one the Carter Administration 
v rode. It is running along the same 
track, in the same direction, but 
with increasing speed. Only the 
engineer has been changed. 

However one may fulminate 
against the administration for 
adopting irrational, unwise policies, 
for not seeing that Saudi Arabia is 
unstable and may become another 
Iran, such arguments are irrelevant. 
The factors determining U.S. policy 
in the Middle East have nothing to 
do with logic, long-term national in- 
terests or moral commitments.

THIS PROFIT factor has three 
aspects. The first is Saudi ana 
OPEC oil and the billions of dollars 
made by U.S. oil companies. They 
do not want to end U.S. 
dependency on Arab oil and are 
buying up most of the alternative 
energy plants, including solar, so 
that they may control and inhibit 
the introduction of alternative 
energy into American life. The 
strongest lobby that worked for the 
AWACS sale was the oil companies. 

Franklin Delano Roosevelt once 
observed, “You cannot win an elec- 
tion without the oil companies, and 
you cannot govern because of the 
oil companies.” 

The second profit factor s the 
petro- industrial complex, all the 
companies that find a huge market 
in the Arab world.

I 
have always been idealistic, but I’ve 
never really been a political person. 

! don't understand politics. 1 don't 
like politics. I think Vanessa 
Redgrave is disgusting when she 
comes out for the PLO and waves a 
gun. I'm not ‘ a political person at 
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all. / want to get beyond violence, 
beyond who's right and who’s wrong. 
Is dial naive?" (Emphasis added.) 

That, was my true message in this 
interview. It is truly unfortunate 
that a message of peace and har- 
mony could have been mis- 
construed so totally as to become a 
message of antagonism, blame and 
partisanship. 


I love Israel and have devoted my 
energies on Israel’s behalf on 
numerous occasions and fully in- 
tend to do so in the future.
